The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of Groups I-X are mutually exclusive and patentably distinct products and 
methods, each are structurally and functionally different products and methods that are 
substantially different. The products are made by different methods, and multiple methods have 
different uses. The examination of all groups would require different searches in the U.S. Patent 
Shoes, in house and commercial databases, and scientific literature and would require the 
consideration of different patentability issues. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Upon election of Group II Applicants are additionally required to elect a single 
polypeptide, or a segment as indicated above as they apply to the group. The recited sequences 
have different structures one from other and the search for the sequences would be unduly 
burdensome. This requirement is not to be construed, as requirements for an election of species, 
since each of the polypeptides recited constitute an independent and patentablv distinct 
invention. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
